It is recognized as the cen­ 
ter of the area by county 
government which has cho­ 
sen it as the site'for super­ 
ior court facilities, and by 
the State of California 
which has located a new 
CHP office on its outskirts.

Extensive researching of 
county archives turned up 
no precedent for calling 
this the South Bay area. It 
has never been officially 
given this title. It has 
grown through common 
usage, in lieu of another 
nomenclature.

This "common usage" 
could be used in another 
way. All it would take 
'would be fore each resi­ 
dent of Torrance to start re- 
fering to this as the Tor­ 
rance Area. Within just a 
few years virtually every­ 
one would be referring to 
the Southwestern portion of 
the county by this title.

Opposition Readies 
For Auto Tax Fight

1 If Senate Bill 1204 passes 
the State Legislature and is 
signed into law by the Gover­ 
nor, each motorist in Los An­ 
geles County may be subject- 

, ed to a 50 per cent increase 
; in the automobile "in lieu" 
taxes, Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn charged last week as he 
uf'ged the Board of Supervi­ 
sors to rescind a resolution 
adopted May 2 supporting the 
legislation.

The "in lieu" tdx on auto­ 
mobiles is the amount in ex­ 
cess of 09 that the motorist 
pay to get his license "tags" 
renewed each year. The mo­ 
torist pays this tax in lieu of 
paying a personal property 
tax on his car. At the present 
time this tax is set as 2 per 
cent of the fair market value 
of each car. Under Senate Bill 
1294 this would be incheased 
to 3 per cent of the value of 
rach car.

resolution endorsing the legis­ 
lation be rescinded, Supervi­ 
sor Hahn pointed out that it 
had been approved as a rou­ 
tine item and the effects of 
the Bill had not been clearly 
explained.

"What this bill really does 
is to give counties the power 
to increase the "inlieu" tax on 
automobiles by 50 per cent to 
raise additional funds for 
road Improvement," Supervi­ 
sor Hahn declared.

Kmpanizing that he is op­ 
posed to any new taxes or in­ 
creases in, existing taxes, the 
Supervisor stated that it 
would be much wiser if great­ 
er efforts were made to fully 
utilze the gas taxes and other 
direct and indirect taxes on 
automobiles and auto acces­ 
sories for improving road s, 
rather than a 1 1 o w i n g this 
money to go into the general 

; funds of t h e federal, state 
land local governments.

Total personal income in the 
13 counties comprising the 
Southern California area 
reached a record high of near­ 
ly $27,700,000.000, James J. 
Weigel, manager of Security 
First N a t i o n al Bank's Tor­ 
rance branch, reported today.

According to figures com­ 
piled by Security's research 
department, Weigel said that 
per capita income during the 
previous year amounted to 
$2,744. indicating an average 
annual increase of 5.2 per­ 
cent in income for every man. 
woman and child since 1050.

During this ten-year period, 
prices and taxes have also 
risen, Weigel pointed out. Be­ 
cause of the price increases, a 
dollar in 19f>0 purchased 
slightly more than what 79 
cents could buy in 1950, he 
added.

The research department 
also disclosed that in 1950, 
combined Federal and State 
income taxes amounted to 12 
per cent of income for a 
three-member family taking 
standard deductions.

In co n t r a s t. these same 
taxes stood at 14.5 per cent of 
income in I960. Thus income 
taxes have increased at an 
average rate of 8.4 per cent 
during the ten-year span, 
while income has risen 5.2 
per cent.

More (are Facilities Are Needed for 
Area's Emotionally Disturbed Children

Hundreds of emotionally 
disturbed children in Los An­ 
geles County today are not 
able to obtain the kind of 
care they should be receiving 
because of a lack of adequate 
facilities, Dr. Ernest; G. Bas- 
har, president of McKinley 
Home for Boys, said yester­ 
day.

"Voluntary and county in­ 
stitutions which care for 
these youngsters are filled to 
capacity and tre unable to 
accept all who need their 
help," he fjaid.

Dr. B a s h o r is one of a 
group of civic leaders which 
is asking the Board of Sup­ 
ervisors to grant voluntary 
child care agencies an in­ 
creased rate of payment for 
county wards. In their appeal, 
ehe agencies termed present 
rates "far below actual cost 
of care and treatment."

"The present inadequate 
basis of payment for county 
wards," Dr. Bashor said, "not 
only curtails the expension of

facilities by voluntary agen­ 
cies, hut may force many to 
close their doors."

Dr. Bahsor said there are 
approximately 4,200 children 
between six and 18 years of 
age now receiving institution­ 
al care in county institutions 
and voluntary facilities oper­ 
ated by churches and service 
organizations.

"Many other youngsters 
need the kind of intensive 
treatment available'in these 
institutions," he said. "Many 
now being placed in foster 
homes by the county, particu­ 
larly the more seriously dis­ 
turbed, should be receiving 
institutional treatment.

"Seriousness of the situa­ 
tion resulting from lack of 
sufficient facilities is typified 
at Juvenile Hall." he said. 

, "Today more than 800 chil­ 
dren are there awaiting place­ 
ment in institutions ort in fos­ 
ter homes. However, the aver­ 
age "temporary" stay in Ju­ 
venile Hall Is 102 days and

jthe place is so crowded man> 
youngsters are forced to slee] 
on the floors," Dr. Bashor de 
clared.

The most economical wa 
to expand institutional facili 
ties from the taxpayers stand 
point is to make financial ar 
rangements with the volun 
tary agencies which wouk 
permit them to more nearly 
approach the break - even 
point, he said.

"The agencies then wouk 
be in a position to expam 
physical facilities from thei 
own private sources, withou 
cost to the taxpayer," accord 
ing to Dr. Bashor.

NO EXPANSION
"There has been no appre 

viable expansion of facilitie 
by the valuntary agencies in 
18 years. To expand unde 
present conditions would onl 
result in increasing t h e ai 
ready high deficits. One agen 
cy spent $270.000 more thai 
it received from the county 
over a three year period.
